SUBJECT: AMHHIP/1 Meeting, 16 September 1964, New Vork City 


1. Heeting/Time/Place/Purpose, This meeting was held 


in the offices of AMVHY?71 froa [000 until 1130 and from 1230 
until 1515. Lunch was taken at the office. It is noted that 
there was only a akeleton vorking-force in the workrooms and 
offices as the 16th was Yom Kipper. The purpose of the meeting 
‘was to identify one Alberto BLANCO Romariz, who had arrived 


. On the scene in Madrid claiming to have a zessage from AMLASH/1, 


and to provide the necessary defensive briefing.

2. Details of Meoting. 


a. Alberto BLANCO Romariz - Through a telephone cali 
to ANLAS n ’ 1 determined that BLANCO was 
in fact "El Loco Blanco", who was exocected seme time last 
Spring to bring out a message from AMLASH/1. This rested 
our minds somewhat as it had been thought that it was 
possible Alberto BLANCO Rozariz sight have been a DGI 
attempt to establish the fact beyond doubt that AMLASH/1 
wes in touch with KUBARK. AMWHIP/1 was instructed to pro- 
ceed with caution in any discussions with BLANCO, and not 
to acknovledge the fact that he and AMLASH/1 were in fact 
in touch with KUBARK. This restriction could be changed 
4f he was certain of SLANCO'’s bona fides and checked with 
the Station first. (See cable traffic in AMMHIP/1 and

ZARRAGA of course was also a member of the UIR. AMWHIP/1 
stated that the most influential members of this group 
were had been JINJAUHA, Fernandez de la CAMARA, 
Billiking, and possibly Marin DAPICO. AMWHIP/1 stated 
that these people were action types and were reasonably 
close-knit so far as their loyalty to each other and 
in tura the organization was concerned. 


e. AMWHIP/1 was also asked to elicit from AMLASH/2 
any information which the latter might have concerning 
Cuban officials with their hands "in the tili" or other- 
wise knocking down on the Governnent, and/or putting money 
away in foreign banks. 


3. Finances. 
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| AMWHIP/1 was given a token gift of a box of 50 cigars 

i in appreciation for the amount of time he freely devotes to 

| KUBARK business. He reluctantly accepted the sum of $500 against 
his ops exvenses in the past and for the coming trip to Europe. 

| It was thought, by the wagy nat A $1000 or more would have been 
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@ much more goaistic figure to have given him, Howeverg as he 
has alvays in the past, he is reluctant to accept sonoy for 
his services or for his expenses inc :rred. on. KUBARK's behalf. 

He did admit, however, that he would probably again be touched 
for a "loan" by AMLASH/2 and as he laughingly stated these "loans" 
wea habitually (2>1.<4/ forever. We also estimated that the 
Varicus transsccsaaic pucie Calls he has made in his.behalf, the. - 
expenses he will incur in entertaining AMLASH/2, Roberto BLANCO, 
UNSNAWU/19 and others will easily exceed the 3500 he has ny 
advanced. A signed receipt was obtained. 


4. Security ; ala 


There wore no incidents of a security nature to report 
as stated above. There were very few people in the offices due 
to the fect that today was Yom Kipper.
